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EDITORIAL 


DENTAL SCHOOLS, SOCIETIES AND SPECIALISTS 


During the last thirty years, specialization in medicine has reached a point 
where the general practitioner is left with the sweepings of medicine. All the 
choice work and fancy fees are grabbed by the specialist. They make their own 
rules, dominate and run the hospitals and tell the general practitioner just what 
he can and cannot do. To be sure, the public is responsible for this situation in 
many ways, but the physicians and medical schools must take equal blame. As 
a specialty of medicine, dentistry then has specialists within a specialty. If we 
are to consider what a specialty means, we must start from the beginning. 

Originally what we consider the field of operation of dentistry, the teeth and 
surrounding structures, was part and parcel of the practice of medicine. Diligent 
investigations and advancement in knowledge of the oral cavity led some 
physicians to devote their full time to the treatment and cure of oral diseases 
and phenomena. Continued progress evolved the profession of dentistry as we 
know it today, a self-contained branch or specialty of medicine. The word 
specialty denotes an occupation or study limited to one particular line of en- 
deavor and in our case simply means dentistry—the whole field of dentistry. 
So in reality, if our premises and definitions are correct, since dentistry is in 
itself a specialty, actually there cannot logically be specialties of dentistry. 

Keeping abreast of medicine, the number of so-called specialists in dentistry 
have increased in such alarming proportions that we begin to wonder if pos- 
sibly we will soon find ourselves in the same boat as the physician. Let’s admit 
here and now that specialists both in medicine and dentistry are necessary 
and extremely valuable, but their mere presence presents a problem when we 
consider the future of our profession. 

To begin with, an individual graduating from a dental school with a D.D.S. 
degree is considered to be a medical specialist in dentistry, capable of carrying 
on the private or general practice of dentistry and should be well versed in all 
its branches. This is not true. A new graduate does have a good background 
of some of the branches of dentistry, but definitely not all. One phase in which 
he is usually ignorant is in practice management and the business side of our 
profession. Another phase that is purposely neglected is orthodontia. He has 
been led to believe that orthodontia has a halo of pure gold around it and 
that he does not have the brains to practice it. He is given another course in 
head and neck anatomy, some soldering experience such as making a tree out 
of wire and solder, and a bowl of plaster. Is he told how to make bands and 
appliances? No! Is he allowed to construct appliances and treat a case? No! 
Is he educated in preventing malocclusion? No! Is he schooled in treating 
simple cases? No! Is he told again and again that only an orthodontist can 
treat malocclusions? Yes! But still he is considered a general practitioner and 
capable of handling all phases of dentistry. 

A group of senior dental students were polled on the specialty of dentistry 
that they would prefer. The majority by far chose orthodontia and gave as 
their main reasons the possibility of greater financial return plus cleaner and 
nicer work with no evening hours. Not one mentioned the fact that they 
could offer a better and higher form of health service to the public. A specialty 
and high fees have become synonymous.

Specialists have made such inroads that the dental schools can be considered 
postgraduate instead of graduate. Many of our finer institutions spend so much 
time and energy on postgraduate courses that the undergraduate has suffered 
badly. The schools have also gone in for research to such a degree that the 
practical side of dentistry has been neglected. Postgraduate instruction and re- 
search are good in their place, but not at the expense of the undergraduate 
trying his best to learn dentistry. He doesn’t want to be molded into a research 
man or a specialist. All he wants is to be just a good ordinary dentist. You may 
think we are too strong in our opinions, but look at the loss of prestige of the 
clinical instructors during the last fifteen years. Who gets all the honor and glory 
on the teaching staff of a modern dental school? The specialty teachers and re- 
search men! 

What are the shortcomings of a specialty? Since they are so confined in their 
field, specialists often forget to look at the mouth as a whole and actually de- 
feat their own purpose. Many are so wrapped up in their own field that they 
are unaware of what is happening in other branches of dentistry. Look for the 
specialists at a monthly meeting—if the subject is not in their field, they are 
hard to find. 

State laws now control the specialties, not dentistry, and these same laws 
may lead to the breakdown of organized dentistry. If the state can control and 
recognize branches of our profession, why is there not the possibility of tech- 
nicians also becoming specialists in one phase of dentistry? In spite of the laws 
requiring five years of practice before a dentist can become a specialist, many 
graduates leave school and immediately limit their practice without experience 
in general dentistry. 

Why should the dental society interest itself in the affairs of the schools and 
the specialists? In the first place, the Army and the Navy complain of the in- 
ability of recent graduates to diagnose and consider the mouth as a unit of 
bodily health. Secondly, the schools must prepare the students for general prac- 
tice since many will be in urban areas, far from specialists. If this were not 
true, why has it been necessary for dentistry as well as medicine to start organiza- 
tions to better the plight of the general practitioner? Thirdly, it is the responsi- 
bility of dental societies to look to the future and protect our profession for 
those following in our footsteps. The societies originated the study clubs, fostered 
research and advocated specialization. These duties have been taken over by 
the dental schools. The question now is whether the dog is wagging the tail or 
the tail wagging the dog.

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ABSTRACTS 


COMBINED INJECTIONS 


A questioner wants to know if, peni- 
cillin and tetanus can be mixed in the 
same syringe when it is necessary to ad- 
minister both to an injured child. He also 
asks what types of penicillin and tetanus 
can be mixed, and also if penicillin and 
phenobarbital can be combined in the 
same syringe. The reply states that for 
either active or passive immunization, 
tetanus toxoid and penicillin, or tetanus 
antitoxin and penicillin, can be injected 
in the same syringe. Any form of peni- 
cillin (except penicillin in oil) intended 
for intramuscular injection could be 
used. Procaine penicillin would probably 
be the choice. Penicillin and phenobar- 
bital could also be combined in a syringe 
for injection if there was a need for doi 
so.

GINGIVITIS IN PREGNANCY 


Effective therapy in cases of gingivitis 
associated with pregnancy or the meno- 
pause has not been available. In this ar- 
ticle a theory is advanced, offering a pos- 
sible explanation for the inflammation 
found in desquamative and pregnancy 
gingivitis, and a therapy recommended 
which has proved successful in a limited 
number of cases. The prolonged stress of 
pregnancy may cause a mild adrenal 
cortical insufficiency and because of local 
or systemic factors an inflammatory proc- 
ess may develop in the gingivae. As there 
is little or no cortisone or hydrocortisone 
in the circulation to combat the inflam- 
mation, the process continues. Apparently 
the same holds true in cases of desquama- 
tive gingivitis. This is essentially a meno- 
pausal disease. The long period of stress, 
combined with hormonal imbalance,

produces a degenerative form of gingival 
inflammation resulting in desquamation 
of the epithelium. Because hydrocortisone 
acetate in an ointment base (2.5%) has 
definite anti-inflammation properties 
when applied topically, this mode of 
therapy was tried in 5 cases of pregnancy 
gingivitis and 5 cases of desquamative 
gingivitis. One case from each group is 
described; in both instances the applica- 
tion of hydrocortisone acetate dental 
ointment (2.5%) twice a day, using one- 
quarter inch of ointment per quadrant, 
restored the tissue to its normal color and 
tone.

FILLING THE ROOT CANAL 


Obtaining a sterile condition in the 
root canal through endodontic treatment 
is only part of the procedure required to 
keep a tooth in a state of health. It is 
necessary to obliterate the canal space 
completely, with a nonirritating and her- 
metic sealing agent. Any unfilled part of 
the canal will harbor stagnated tissue 
fluids which provide an excellent nidus 
for bacterial growth. Therefore it is im- 
portant to give adequate attention to the 
canal filling portion of endodontic ther- 
apy. The use of gutta-percha, together 
with an antiseptic cementing substance, 
is the most popular choice of materials 
as they are easily manipulated and excel- 
lent results can be had. The size, shape, 
and general anatomy of the canal deter- 
mines which of several methods should 
be followed in filling the canal. 

The single cone method is used best in 
the small canal which can be almost 
completely obliterated by the use of one 
gutta-percha cone. The lateral condensa- 
tion method is used for larger canals. The

tle to get effective action against this 
nefarious activity and much of the credit 
is due to the personal industry and per- 
severance of the Society’s leaders who 
have had to undertake the brunt of the 
work and trouble as a part of their duties.

sectional method is indicated when a 
metallic post in the root canal is required 
as retention for restoration of the crown 
subsequent to endodontic therapy. This 
method is also effective in the filling of 
extremely wide canals where the apexes 
of the roots are not completely formed. 
In this article, these methods are de- 
scribed in detail. In each of them, the 
proper fitting of the master gutta-percha 
cone is essential. 

The silver cone technic is useful for 
curved, narrow or tortuous canals where 
the stiffer silver cone is preferred to the 
softer gutta-percha. Silver cones are not 
desirable where a metallic post is used 
in the root canal—“SIMPLIFIED AND

Action was taken at the business meet- 
ing to publish a roster of the names and 
addresses of all the members of the 
Academy, to have representation at the 
American Dental Association meeting in 
Miami this November, to promote the 
formation, by a group of eight members 
or more, of local chapters in the separate 
states or territories and to send letters of 
appreciation to Mr. John Hollister, busi- 
ness manager of the American Dental 
Association and Mr. Karl Richardson, 
executive secretary of the Chicago Dental 
Society for their help in the work on the 
Constitution and in designing the 
Academy certificates. 

Eighteen cities, eight states and two 
foreign countries were represented at the 
dinner meeting. Dr. Isaac Schour, 
Graduate Dean of the University of IIli- 
nois College of Dentistry spoke on the 
necessity for continuing postgraduate 
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study in the life of the dentist. Dr. A. 
Raymond Baralt, Dean of the Chicago 
College of Dental Surgery, Loyola Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry, spoke on the 
interrelated benefits of the school to the 
student of graduate work and the student 
to the school. These endeavors are com- 
plementary and he predicted a great fu- 
ture for the Academy. The speakers were 
presented with honorary certificates in 
the Academy by the President symboliz- 
ing their interest in postgraduate study 
and a grant of one hundred dollars from 
one of the Academy members was given 
to each school on behalf of the Academy. 
Dr. Baralt and Dr. Schour then took part 
in the high point of the evening as they 
presented the first certificates conferred 
upon active members. 

The question has been asked why the 
word American was not included in the 
name of the Academy. It was omitted 
in an effort to escape the similarity in- 
volved in the use of the words American, 
Dental, Dentistry and Academy by many 
other groups. The name, as it stands, is 
providentially not continentally limited 
as in the three short years of our growth 
we have added members from Bombay in 
India and from the Philippine Islands. 
So we are already an “International” 
Academy. 

One of the problems mentioned at the 
meeting is the growing undercurrent for 
periodic recertification of the profession. 
A vital and widespread program of post- 
graduate study would eliminate the need 
for such action.

ORTHODONTICS, ORAL 
SURGERY AND PEDODONTICS 


The University of North Carolina, 
School of Dentistry, announces its grad- 
uate program in Orthodontics, Oral Sur- 
gery, and Pedodontics, leading to a Mas- 
ter’s Degree or a certificate.

CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Few members of the Chicago Dental 
Society are aware of the provisions of 
the Dental Practice Act which requires a 
dentist to notify the Department of Reg- 
istration and Education of any change of 
address “within ninety days thereof.” 
Failure to do so “shall work a forfeiture 
of such license, and no license, when once 
forfeited, shall be restored, except upon 
payment to the said department of the 
sum of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for such 
failure.” (Sections 6 and 8, Illinois Den- 
tal Practice Act.)
